and more convenient administration of Justice, and for the recovery of 
5 small debts in a summary way at the Sessions of the Peace of the 
several Counties at large within Ireland, except the County of Dublin, 
and the several Acts in force in Ireland amending the said recited Act 
have been found very beneficial ; and it is expedient to enlarge the 
present Jurisdiction of the said Civil Bill Courts; JIB® if therefore

15 of the Peace for the County of Dublin, and the Recorder of Dublin 
shall, and they are hereby authorized and empowered to hear and 
determine within their respective jurisdictions, in manner and form by 
the said Acts appointed in. respect of the several Actions therein men- 
tioned, all disputes and differences between party and party for any 
sum not exceeding sterling in all Actions of Debt,

And be it Enacted, That in all Actions and Proceedings respecting 
distresses for rent and replevins, it shall be lawful for any such Assistant
